It is not perceived that our system contains many pron, 
nent or glaring defects; and the amelioration of which the laws may still be 
susceptible, both in their precision and their force, will be the object of yoy 
cohstani solicitude, In the discharge of this duty, it will not escape notice, that 
it-is expedient to test the operation of particular institutes, by experience of ay, 
ficient duration. In the maltiform concerns of society, and the legal provision, 
proposed to regulate and direct them, the most careful reasonings frequently nej 
the confirmation of fair and decisive experiment. Hence the confusion and er 
of too frequent legislation on the same subject, in which little more canbe dong 
nae to substitute one theory for another; and, by continual change, to rende 


unteitain the results of experience, or to make dubjous the comparative usefi 
ness of variant laws. 1t is of the utmost consequence, that the laws for the pre 
servation of peace and good order should be faithfully executed. ‘The prose 
ing.officers engaged in this service, should possess ability, and zeal, and kg 
character, to adorn a station connected with so much usefulness and responi 
bility. i ; . ; 

i beg leave to submit to your wisdom, whether the present compensation af

system, that arms should be provided, and the attainment of discipline px 
Such|is the present situation and habits of our people, ibat we are m less da 
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af not having arms, in arly emergency, than of failiag m the discipline 
which alone can give efficiency to arms.*, It may be well worthy of your réflec- 
ion, whether the care of the'state ought not to extend farther than merely to 
require an imperfect organization. Whether the means of virtuous excitement , 
should not be employed, facilities afforded, and the counténance and patronage 
of the state made’ to be distinctly perceived in this important branch of our.poli- 
cy, The distribution of colors, or standards, to each milila company or regi- 
pent, would no doubt have a beneficial tendency. This measure, indeed, would 
coincide: with the most natüral expectation. If the state requires its citizens to 
gsumie the character, and discharge the duties, of soldiers, shall they not be fur- 
gisbed with standards under which to assemble? ' The distribution, among the 
oficers, of the militia laws, which you have: already directed, ‘the rules and artia 
ides of war, and, connected with the whole, a plain and simple directory to per- 
form the most necessary elementary evolutions, would be attended with great 
adyantage. Perhaps the small progress which the militia make in military 
knowledge every where, is principally owing to the circumstance, that the off- 
cers commanding them are not expert in their duty, and are therefore averse, 
rpefore their friends and neighbors, to make blunders in teaching to others what 
fiey do not themselves perfectly understand.” Hence very little is attempted to 
hetaught, and still less acquired. It will be worthy of your consideration, whe- 
herit be not‘expedient to provide for instructing the officers. whose duty it is to 
impart instruction to others. A school of iastruction, itinerant from one division 
or brigade to another, throughout the state, might be connected with the office of 
Adjutant General, and the active service and dignity thug attached to the office, ` 
night prove highly beneficial in other respects. Ifitbe decessary to discipline ` 
the militia at all, before the crisis demanding their! services shall have arrived, 
fie radical improvement of the present system will probably be found expedi- 
ot.” "There is danger that a long season of peace and freedom from alarm may 
produce supineness and security, which ourselves or oür'posterity may have 
cause to lament. There are circumstances peculiar in aur. situation, and those 
ofthe states around us, which may require more than ordinary caution. The 
' approaches of danger, however future, should inspire early and corediatdisg 
preparation. ‘The opinion seems to be too readily received, that the militia are 
incapable of efficient discipline, unless in actual service.! It is to be hoped that 
this opinion is not correct, otherwise our „system must énd in standing "armies, 
, wer dangerous to liberty. When we see so many of our citizens, animated by 
alaidable spirit of perseverance, under many’ discouragements, engage in the 
useful pursuit of preparing their country for defence, what may not be expected 
under-thé facilities afforded by public instruction, and thé approving eye of pub- 
lic patronage? We ought not only to preserve, fut to incite, among oar citi- 
fens the moral sentiment, that they all are; and ought) to bé, soldiers in their 
country’s defence. Your resolution of the last session, which authorized a Di- 
‘gest of the Militia dnd Patrol Laws; I regret to state, has not’ been carried inte 
complete effect. E NP e ; .

interest may direct, the same produce to the waters of Mobile Bay. ‘To j ii V 
perfectly of these projects, an accurate and scientific examination should fe 
made,so that the benefits to be secured, and the difficulties to be encoupíerej 
might be compared and jusily estimated. s sog 

it is understood the Tennessee admits of good steam navigation, from the in. 
per end of the Shoals to the mouth. of the Hiwassee, with. only two or. three gh! 
structions, easily overcome. ‘The Hiwassee may be connécted with the water 

of the Coosa, by a short canal, or perhaps a canal might be opened from the Hu 
` wasseeto Fort Jackson, atthe head of steam navigation on the Alabama, This 
canal, if practicable at an expense which the probable benefits would Justify 
would have the merit of drawing nearly all our produce to our own emporigm, 
or at least to a a choice of the market. The produce of a considerable pore 


tion of the neighboring states might also flow in the same channel, and give the 
opportunity of very favorable exchanges to a large portion of our citizens, À 
access will also be given to a market less liable to be overstocked than the great 
emporium of the Valley of the Mississippi. — . : 

The political efiect which would be produced, by the frequent and intimate 
association of our citizens at one common mart, thus rendering sensible the iden, 
tity of interest, will not escape the notice of your honorable body. We my 
prove as fortunate as any of the states, in having almost all our produce sold jg 
our own markets,  "Phis subject, in all its various and important bearings, | fegi 
assured will iun your attentive consideration; and I beg leave to recommen 
that an appropriation be made,to defray the expenses of a suitable examination 
of these, or such other improvements, as you, in your wisdom, may direct. The 
main energies of the state should be employed in opening new sources of commi. 
nication, or in removing great and difficult obstructions in the natural cliangels. 
The minor streams, and indeed the larger rivers, where nothing more than ordi; 
nary obstructions intervene, might be operated upon as roads and highways arg, 
At low stages of the water, much might be done, and in a way perhaps less se: 
verely felt, than by making appropriations which ultimately devolve on opp 
selves to pay. It is only the exchange of labor for money. — Invenitons, to ope 
rate with the greatest effect, should be provided by the care, agd from the resque 
. ces, of the state, The more difficult obstructions, in the minor streams, might 
also be removed by the employment of skill, which the state only could command 
with suitable facility. The superintendents of these minor works might. be aps 
pointed by the General Assembly, or by the people themselves at the annual 
- elections. I would also recommend the policy, of sparing the three per cent 
fund, appropiate to the improvement of roads and navigation, until it- may 
accumulate to the production of an annual interest of ten thousand dollars, Thi _ 
' annual sum, devoted to theseispecial objects, and. npt liable to the difficulties 
which usually embarrass ordinary appropriations, however obvious ip their ben: 
eficial tendency, would'eventuate in results which exen, sanguine expeciation 
might fail to calculate . : l TE 

Connected with navigation, jis the great agricultural interest, which navigation 
is primarily designed to subserve. It may admit of doubt, whether in any of th 
States, this subjéct has received that regular and, systematic attention, by. tht 
public authorities, which its great importance demands. This is the source, th 
principal fountain of all our prosperity. Individual intelligence and enterpust, 
where so many ss engaged in the same pursuit; the ardor inspired by interest; 


the sazacity acquired by continual experience, are, 'surely good sources of reli 
ance, but they may not be exclusively sufficient, for the perfection of this &ssem 
tial and primary branch of industry. Something-even here may be done by ihe 
forecast and-care, and fustering patronage of the public aurborities.;, and gera 
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none of their funetions can have a higher or more beneficial aim.. Such are 
he changes wrought by human industry, and such the constant-tendency to oc- 
npy too much some brapeb of agricultural labor, for the present more. profitable 
ian others, that no sure reliance can be placed, for a great length of time, on 
aysingle staple commodity. New sources of ‘contingent and profitable labor 
wght to be constantly devised, and helg in reserve, that the community may be 
potected against the consequences of any fluctuation in the principal produc- 
(os, Those climates admitting of a great variety of productions, have advan- 
yes -over others, which ought not to pass unimproved. The soil and climate 
{this state, in this respect, furnish very greatresources. It is only necessary fo 
filly acquainted with them, and. prepared to bring them into operation, in or- 
lir to be but litle affected by the changes, which may be produced by the in- 
titty of other countries in our particular pursuits. It might be useful to have 
iis Subject regularly given in charge to a standing committee, to recommend the 
ymation of Agricultural Societies, in the several counties or larger subdivisions 
the State; to invite those Societies to communicate with the standing commit- 
les for public ‘information, and tp obtain at the public expense, such seeds and 
jantsas may, be less open to the enterprise and research of individual agricultu- 
miss The impulse thus publicly given, will not be lost on a population, ac- 
le enterprising, and studious of, their interests.

The Bank of the United States proposes to establish an Office or Branch in 
bis State, to be located'in the city of Mobile, Whea it was understood that 
dra purpose was cherished by the Bank of the United States, our delegation 
Congress, with that vigilance and devotion which [have marked their public 
tivice, submitted a remonstrance against the measure. Ata later period, a 
Weipondence on the same subject was-opened by the Executive Department, 
ipis of which are herewith laid before you. "The framers of our constitution, 
ilnonished by the events which had passed before them, deemed it necessary ta 
Wide: for the circulation of a, sound currency, by giving the management of it 
othuse who were principally interested in its soundness. They authorized the 
Sablishment of a “ General State Bank,” which must be, and hasalways been, 
"sidered exclusive in its nature and prescribed rules-essential to its. organiza- 
Wm. The establishment of 4 State Bank was thus made a part of our municipal 
RIcy, under the injunctions of- the constitution; and/it.becomes the duty of the 
lic authorities to provide for.the security of its operations.^ It will-be for 
ltr visdom ta devise, how the State Institution, placed by the constitution un- 
" You-nroteetion, will be áble to engage in a successful struggle with the Bank 
ite United States, should interest, or hostility, arising from views of-interest, 
Mace the attempt to-embarrass its proceedings. Our situation is deemed ev-

tings, ainagobt-of our land purchasing relations with the United States, and 
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wofuetions cannot prove otherwise than a source of necessary and beneficial `

Altogether distinct from the usual’ and regular transactions of commerce, wil 
make it difficult‘for the Bank to sustain its operations, should it extend accom, 
jodatiun to the people when they most need it, to purchase a domiciliary refy :

In pursuance of your resolution of the last session, the Honorable Arthur, 
Bagby and Major Charles Lewis were appointed commissioners on the parto 
this state, to co-operate with commissioners of the state of Georgia, to run th 
Jine dividing the'two states. The joint commissioners could not agree in ther 
construction of the “ articles of agreejnent and cession,” and no line has beeg 
run by the co-operation of both+parties o The report of the commissioner, 
which will be submitted without delay, will place this subject folly befre you, 
"The indisposition of one of the commissionefs,, at the commencement of operas 
tions, rendered it necessary to make a provisional appointment, to fill the vacan: 
cy, should the. indisposition still continue. Judge Kelly permitted me to avai 
myselt of his contingent services, which eventually proved unnecessary. It vas 
thought expedient to procure an accurate survey of the Chatahoochee, from the 
Great Bend to Miller’s Bend, or the Flat Shoals, that the matter in controvers 
between the commissioners might be distinctly perceived. Major Lewis was 
employed to attend to this service, and his report and survey are herewith trans. 
mitted. As this subject has engaged the attention of both the states, and as th 
adjustment; of the boundary is desirable, you will in your wisdom direct wha

Üghawba purchased, the same under the conviction and belief that they 
yere purchasing lots-at the permanent seat of government for the state of 
Alabama; that this conyiction was produced by the written and verbal 
declaratious of the then Executive; that such were the facts; that if your 
honorable body will advert to the several acts of legislation on this sub- 
jetemanating eifher from the-Congress of the United States, or from 
the local Territorial Legislatures, it will readily be perceived. that uo 
oher language was addressed to the public, and consequently to pur- 
chasers, than-that “ the seat of government" was permanently. established 
at Cahawba, and that they’ purchased under the faith of the public, both 
express and implied, that they had become owners of lots at the perma- 
aent seat of government for the state of Alabama. Instead of which, and 
after many of the purchasers, at the first sales, have exhausted all sheir

Gentlemen: I beg leave to return to your honorable bady,the bill which originated in 
your house, entitled, “an act authorizing titles to the lands and town lots, given to 
the state by the citizens of Tuscaloosa, to be made to the governor for the use 
and benefit of the statey? with the objections which, in the opinion of this dv- 
patiment, apply to the said bill: on account of the legal implication and construe- 
tion, which the present form of the bill admits. ' 

The bill seems to set forth in terms clear and uneqnivocal, both in the pream- 
ble and first enacting clause, the result and consummation of a contract entered 
inu, between the authority vested with the power to remove the seat of govern- 
ment, and with the permanent establishment of it of the one part,and certain 
clizens of the state of the other. part;-—in which contract, the first named party 
pive’as a consideration, “the removal to & the permanent location of the seat of ga- 
vernment in the town of Tuscaloosa;” & the other party gave, it return for such ‘cone 
sideration,’ ‘their obligations, to convey certain lands & town lots to the state. The 
words used havean acknowledged legal acceptation, & are legally appropriateto set 
forth a full and perfect contract "he words alluded to are the folowing, the 
connection of which will be seen by reference to the bill; i, e.=who have en- 
wed iuto obligations for the conveyance of. certain lands and town lots to the 
state of Alabama, in consideration ol the removal to, and permanent location of 
the seat of government of said state, in the town of “Tuscaloosa.” But if this be 
acontract, the general assembly, which is jhe power vested with the authority to 
designate by law, the permanent seat of government, and which the constution 
declares shall not be changed after such designation, hive no power to enter into 
contracts for that or any other purpuse, but by their own legislation, as legisla- 
tion is the only mode in which the state can become a party to contracts; and 
then, either by the operation of law itself, or the agencies which may be created 
under it. ‘The act establishing and permanently locating the seat of govern- 

, ment fur the state of Alabama, pursuant to the “twenty-ninth section of the third 
inicle of the Constitution,” gives no intimation of consideration given, or au- 
| thorized to be given by the state, as the foundation of the obligations into which 
| any had entered, to convey property to the state: and there is no law authorizing - 
| any contract on this subject;-but on the contrary. the matter appears to have cre- 
ated on those grounds of right, policy and convenience, which must be sup- 
posed to govern all law. ‘The present bill, therefore, must-have the effect, hows: 
! wer remote from the design of it, to acknowledge, ratify and confirm obligations 
alleged to have been entered into, for a consideration alleged to have been re- 
ceived from the state, viz: the removal to, and permanent location of the seat of 
government of said state, in the town of Tuscaloosa: and by ratifying the obliga- 
lions, must ratify the consideration . given for them, and thus sanction a contract 
by which the parties reciprocally give and receive for their mutual benefit. If 
rho contract with these conditions and stipulations have heretofore been entered 
into, (and this cannot bnt be the case, for there was no law to authorize a con- 
ttact,) the present bill, in the form which it now assumes, is itself that contract — 
acknowledges the preparatory steps which have bàen taken, and accomplishes its 
complete efficiency and binding obligation on the respective parties.
